30.—Oper­ 
ators of the 
l.ake Superior copper 
mines will be asked officially whether 
they will send fiv e of their number to 
Lansing to confer in Gov ernor Ferris’ 
office with fiv e representativ es of the 
striking miners. 
General P. H Abbey, In command of 
the state troops here, so announced, 
after receipt of a message from Gov ­ 
ernor Ferris, in which the state exec­ 
utiv e intimated that he was willing to 
use his good offices in bringing order 
out of the industrial chaos which has 
kept 15,000 men idle for a week. 
Serio us Rio ts Repo rted. 
The news of the gov ernor’s action 
followed reports of a serious fight be­ 
tween factions of miners near the Su­ 
perior mine on the South Range and 
of sluggings in v arious locations in 
the northern end of the strike zone. 
In the Superior tight two men of a 
party of ten were so sev erely beaten 
that there is little chance for their 
recov ery. 
Fears of Superior strikers that men 
from Atlantic were seeking to replace 
them caused the outbreak. 
Ten men 
from the latter location had walked 
the three miles to Superior and in­ 
quired about the prospects of a re­ 
sumption of underground work. 
On the way hack they were set upon 
by three conv erging parties of Supe- 1 * 
rior men and a free-for-all fight with 
cluba, stones and fists resulted. Sev en 
of the v isitors escaped, but two of the 
others were 
seriously cut and the 
third was beaten Into insensibility. 
The Atlantic men said they recog­ 
nized all their assailants, and war­ 
rants were sworn out for them.

MEXICO A HARD PROBLEM. 


W ashington, 
July 
30.—Senator 
Weeks of Massachusetts, Republican 
member of the senate committee on 1 
banking and currency, in a statem ent ; 
attacked Secretary McAdoo for his !

“Unless the secretary has the ev i­ 
dence, his declaration

I know, from any other. 
“It looks like a concerted driv e on 
the part of the high officials of the 
administration to influence the Judg­ 
ment and opinions of the hirsiness 
community.”

Washington, July 30.—[Special.]—A 
member of congress has gone to the 
trouble of printing a long article ln 
the Congressional Record which prov es 
conclusiv ely (in the mind of the writer) 
that the Monroe doctrine 1ms outliv ed 
Its usefulness; that It is now obsolete; 
tbut It was meant to prev ent European 
nations from subv erting American re­ 
publics, of which there Is now no dan­ 
ger, and consequently this country 
should renounce It and declare that we 
shall no longer superv ise, defend or in­ 
terfere with the La tin- American coun­ 
tries. 
But ev en if that were nil true, ev en 
If the statem ents could not be refuted, 
it would make no difference. The Mon 
roe doctrine is as much a part of this 
country as the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 
It may be costly aud at 
times Inconv enient, but we will stand 
by it 
The Big Po liceman. 
It may make us the “big policeman’ 
of the American continent; but, if so 
this nation will accept that responsl 
bility rather than abandon the Monroe 
doctrine. This country does not want 
to interfere in Mexico, but the tenden­ 
cy Is In that direction. 
President Taft 
did not want and kept out of that 
imbroglio. 
It was left as a legacy for the Wil­ 
son administration, and howev er much 
the president may dislike to do so, lie 
must handle the Mexican affair under 
the spirit of the Monroe doctrine, 
which Is rapidly making this nation 
responsible for our southern neighbors. 
The turn of affairs in Nicarauga 
seems to point the direction which this 
administration will take in respect to 
the weaker Latin-American countries. 
Mo re Territo ry Wanted. 
It seems quite plain that people liv ­ 
ing along the Mexican border are im­ 
bued with the idea that this country 
would be better off and the people in 
northern Mexico would Is» much better 
cared for If n slice of Mexico were ad­ 
ded to the states of Texas, New Mexi­ 
co and Arizona. 
Of course If there 
should be interv ention in Mexico there 
will be an emphatic disclaimer that 
this country wants any territory from 
that country. 
And yet when It comes 
to pay for the cost of restoring peace 
in Mexico it may be necessary for the 
country to settle with territorial ces­ 
sion instead of a cash payment. 
The “ Real” Newspaper. 
Congressmen generally believ e that 
the Congressional Record Is the only 
“real" newspaper in existence. 
At 
least when they get to talking seriously 
about the paper they control they seem 
to think that only what appears in the 
Record Is the proper stuff for publica­ 
tion. Senator Galllnger does not share 
that v iew. 
Speaking of the v alue of 
printing an illustration ln the Record, 
the New Hampshire senator said: 
"I hav e been of the opinion that if 
we should strike out a v ery considera­ 
ble proportion of what goes into the 
Record and insert a picture now and 
then it would be more popular than at 
the present time.”

CHARGE CONSPIRACY EXISTED 


R ES ULTS 
ON T H E DIAMOND 


Washington, 
July 
30.—President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan dev oted 
themselv es to a study of the v olumin­ 
ous reports at their disposal on condi­ 
tions in Mexico. 
Indications were that with the ap­ 
pearance before the senate commit­ 
tee on foreign relations of Ambassa­ 
dor Henry I jane Wilson, the last stage 
ln the program of the administration 
to discov er the facts of the situation 
before announcing a policy will be 
reached. 
While a resolution in the house call­ 
ed for a joint committee to obtain doc­ 
uments in the Mexican situation, and 
another in the senate Bought the opin­ 
ion of that body on the question 
ot 
recognizing the boligerency of the 
Constitutionalists, administration offi­ 
cials again declared that there would 
be no haste ln formulating a definite 
policy toward Mexico. 
Secretary Bryan said no proposition 
for mediation had been submitted to 
either of the two factions in Mexico, 
and Incidentally remarked that he 
might go back to the lecture platform 
in a few « lays. The present condition 
of affairs is not considered acute here. 
Dev elopment of a policy by the 
United States may bo delayed to ob­ 
serv e the outcome of efforts being 
made by leading Mexicans to bring 
about an understanding between th<* 
two warring sides. 
A declaration from President Huer­ 
ta that no American in Mexico shall 
suffer Injustice or v iolence “with his 
cognizance" was made public by the 
state department.

Chairman Clay to n o f J udiciary Co m­ 
mittee Takes Representativ e Kahn 
to Task as an “ Inno cent Accesso ry ** 
to Alleged Scheme.

30.—Vigorous 
criticism and determined defense ot 
the attitude of Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds and the adm inistration la 
the Camenetti-Dlggs white slav e cases 
marked fiv e hours of political debate 
in the house. 
Representativ e Kahn of California 
, declared that “Insidious political in­ 
fluence” had something to do with 
the postponement or the cases in Cali­ 
fornia, and Chairman Clayton of the 
house judiciary committee said 
the 
attacks were part of a general “con­ 
spiracy of the special interests to di» - 
j credit an honest public official.” 


Special Interests Behind It. 
Chairman Clayton declared that the 
"special interests,” were instigating 
the attacks on the attorney general be­ 
cause of his "fearless prosecution 
o f 
all offenders high and low.” 
As an instance of these attacks he 
put into the record a newspaper ar­ 
ticle which set forth that the attorney 
general had 
Issued 
instructions to 
United States attorneys not to pro­ 
ceed under the Mann white slav e act 
I except in cases where the offenders 
I profited commercially from the trans­ 
actions. 
Representativ e Clayton reaii a v igor­ 
ous denial of this article In an official 
statem ent from the attorney general. 
“The gentleman from California,"1 
said Mr. Clayton shaking his finger at 
Representativ e Kahn, "Is an Innocent 
accessory to the conspiracy to dis­ 
credit a public official of unimpeach­ 
able 
integrity 
and undoubted 
hon­ 
esty.” 
Debate No t Co ncluded. 
Republicans. Progressiv es and Dem­ 
ocrats generally joined ln the debate, 
the Democrats defending the admin-

the three miles to Superior and in­ 
quired about the prospects of a re­ 
sumption of underground work. 
On the w ay back tiiey were set upon 
by three converging parties of Supe­ 
rior men and a free-for-all fight with 
clubs, stones and fists resulted. Seven 
of the visitors est aped, but two of the

third was beaten into insensibility.

o f the Allwo rth bu ilding where they 
o ccu py an entire flo o r. 
Mr. Mitchell 
is particu larly well read o n the su b­ 
ject o f street railway s, hav ing o cca­ 
sio n to delv e deeply into the law 
while pro mo ting the Mesaba Electric 
line. 
As Its president and legal ad­ 
v iser he gu ided the destinies o f that 
co rpo ratio n and it is no w a mo st 
flo u rishing railway .
